Oakland as a Residence 


dig. 


tt is as a residence city that Oakland pr«- 


nents the most captivating aspect. It Is situated 
In a roughly-shaped amphitheatre sloping up 
from the bay on the West ai d the harbor on 
tbe South to the feet of a spur of the Const 
Pftnge. The view from the mire elevnted por- 
tions of the city Is enchanting. The land falls 
oft to the West, South and Southeast, permit- 
ting an unobstructed sweep of vision. The Bay 
of San Francisco, one of the inost beautiful In 
the world—studded with Islands and shipping, 
lie? In the 
Immediate 
foreground. 
Further 


away Is the Golden Gate, with the terraced 
slopes of San Francisco on one side, an I Mount 
Tamalpals on tho other. To the southeast lies 
one of the fairest vistas of orchard, farm and 
garden ever seen. 
In 
the immediate back- 


ground are the curving slopes and crested sum- 
mits of the Coast Range. 


The climate Is extremely healthy %nd the 


most equable to be found In the State. It does 
not gret so cold In winter nor so warm In sum- 
mer as It does In Los Angeles. The mean tem- 
7>erature of the season is as follows: 
Spring, 


65.29; summer, 60.46; autumn, 58.72; winter, 
49.80 degrees. There is only a differen-e of 11 
degrees between the mean temnerature of sum- 
mer and winter. It never freezes here, aor does 
the heat ever become oppress ve. The annual 
rainfall Is 24.33 Inches. Whil'5 the climate Is 
refreshed by the breezes of the ocean 1: is free 
from its fogs, and protected by the Coa; t Range 
from Its tempests. 


The death rate Is less than 12 per thousand. 
Set in a hollow of the residence disti let, Is a 


natural lake 170 acres in e> tent, its 
shores 


studded with homes of elegance, surrounded by 
•well kept grounds evidencing wealth, refine- 
ment and taste. It Is a lovely sheet of water, 
very popular for boatir.pr and fishing. On Its 
shores stand the Golf Club house, the Sacred 
Heart Convent and many of the finest residences 
in the city. 


While Oakland Is a beautiful :lty, a movement 


to make !t still more beautiful has been or- 
ganized. Among the plans of beautificatlon one 
has taken the shape of planting shade trees 
along the curbs of all the principal residence 
streets of the city, each street to be lined with 
one particular variety of shade tree. Ore street 
will be bordered with elms, another with lindens, 
a third with oaks, a fourth^, jv,i.'.J},.BRilrn?'. a fifth 
with pepper trees, and so on. There Is every 
prospect of this being carried out. 


The educational facilities of Oakland are un- 


rivalled on the Pacific coast. The publl -, school 
KystPm Includes a High School, a Polytechnic 
High School- and seventeen Grammar 
Schools. 


A majority of them are elegan'. modern struct- 
ures of brick. There are also eight religious 
grammar and primary schools, ind a number of 
private schools, Including Snell Seminary, Cali- 
fornia College. St. Mary's College, the Sacred 
Heart Convent school, 
Polytechnic 
lousiness 


College, and Miss Horton's sch >ol. In the sub- 
urbs is located Mills College, trie chief institu- 
tion of higher learning for women on the Pa- 
cific. At Berkeley Is the University of Cali- 
fornia, third among American T "niversitios. This 
famous institution has an income of ovr r $700.- 
000 a year and over 400 instructors.' It can be 
reached from ar,y part of: Oakland in half an 
hour for a five cent fare. Tuition In It i.j free. 
Oakland College of Medicine ai:d Surge-y gives 
professional training. 


The rellslous side of life is ministers 1 to by 


ninety churches and chapels. Several of the 
church bulldlnsrs are notable for their archi- 
tectural sn.ce and cost. 


There Is a splendid free public library erectel 


and furnished at a cost of $100,000; also several 
free reading rooms. The library contain3 76,000 
volumes. 


Oakland has numerous publ o and c vie or. 


ganlzations, including the Boai d of Tn.de and 
the Merchants' Exchange. The Tountr Men's 
Christian Association has a strong organization. 
and there are a number of charitable s^cietie-i. 
Among the social organizations are th.-> Press 
Club, the Athenian Club, '.he N:'e Club, and the 
Golf Club for men, a'jd the Ebi 11 and the Oak- 
land Club for women. All the fraternal socie- 
ties are represented. 
The Elki recently com- 


pleted a splendid club and hall building at a 
cost of $100,000. It Is said it Is the finest edl- 
flc» of Its kind In the country. The local 
lodge has a membership of over 900. 


A Country Club has been organized. A largq 
tract of land has been purchased just outslda 
the city and a handsome club house will be 
fitted up. 
Five play houses are running, and a new thea- 


ter is In course of construction. All the best 
attractions visit Oakland. 
The city has several fine hospitals, f.nd an- 
other one yet to be erected 1; endowed with 
n bequest of $400,000 made by Mrs. Catherine 
Garcelon as a memorial to the late Dr. Samuel 
Merrltt. 


Oakland as a Railroad 


Center. 


Oakland Is the chle! railroad center of Cali- 


fornia, A glance at the map will show that, 
with a few minor exceptions, all the railroads in 
the State converge heie, where ship and car are 
brought together move conveniently than at' 
any port on the Pacific coast. Three- transcon- 
tinental lines—the Central Pacific, Southern Pa- 
cific and Santa Fe—have their deep water ter- 
minals here, and a. fourth Is now under con- 
struction. This line, the Western Pacific, will 
connect Oakland with the great Gould system, 
which stretches from Salt Lake City to Chica- 
go, St. Louis, Pittsburfr and Baltimore, giving a 
direct through line from Ocean to Ocean. 


Two lines from this city reach out Into the 


Santa Clara "Valley, connecting with the through 
Coast Line of the Southern Pacific. Three lines 
from Oakland traverse the San Joaquln Val- 
ley from North to South, and two lines on either 
side of the Sacramento river penetrate the great 
interior valley to the north, extending on to 
Portland and Seattle, and there connecting wl:h 
the lines radiating from those points. 
Numer- 


ous feeders branch out' from the trunk lines Into 
the mining, lumbering, oil and fruit districts In 
the mountains or the smaller valleys of the In- 
terior. Practically all xhe overland freight pas- 
sing in and out of tho port of San Francisco 
passes through Oakland, which has deep sea 
frontage for a great commercial navy. When 
the Western Pacific Is completed, this city will 
not only have a fourth transcontinental rail- 
way, but will have another transportation ave- 
nue with the San Joaquin and Sacramento val- 
leys. 


As all the railroads entering Oakland termi- 


nate at deep water, accessible at all times to 
vessels of large tonnage, the transportation fa- 
cilities afforded here are unequalled in me State, 
and perhaps on the coast. At no other place can 
freight be transhipped so economically and ex- 
pedltiously. The harbor is belted by railway 
Ilnes in close proximity to the water, affording 
the manufacturer and shipper advantages and 
conveniences not to bj found elsewhere. 
In- 


deed, there is no bther place where ship and 
car and cheap manufacturing sites are In such 
easy and favorable conjunction. 


Hundreds of trains pass In and out of Oak- 


land dally. Some of the fast mall and passen- 
ger trains running to Chicago and New Or- 
leans challenge comparison In point of splendor, 
luxurious appointment:! with any fast trains 
in the world. 
The traveler can step on the 


train In Oakland and ride to the City of Mexi- 
co without stop over, making but a single 
change in the journey. He can do the same in 
going to New York, Boston, Washington, Phil- 
adelphia. Baltimore and 
Montreal. 
Through 


trains for Chicago, Kansas City, St. Louis and 
New Orleans leav and arrive dally, transport- 
ing a vast stream of travel in and out of this 
city. Freight can be oaderl here and trans- 
ported to any par: of the United States and 
Canada without breaking bulk and rehandling. 


The Santa Fe is no'V erecting a handsome 


passenger depot at Its terminus, and the South- 
ern Pacific has plans drawn for two—one to 
be located at the Sixteenth street station and 
the other fit the foot of Broadway. Another 
passenger depot' is projected for the Western 
Pacific, which will constitute the Pacific coast 
connection of 
the 
Missouri-Pacific—Wabash 


system. It is possible now to reach Sacramen- 
to by two routes, Stock-on by three and Fresno 
by four. There are two direct lines from here 
to Los Angeles. In fa-rt, Oakland is the rail- 
road center of California, being literally the 
only place on the shor.; of San Francisco bay 
where railroads can roach deep water anchor- 
age with ample wharf facilities. 


Being situated at a point where the conjunc- 


tion of rail and water transportation permits 
fuel and material to be :ald down with the least 
cost and inconvenience, as well as being the 
converging point of al! its trunk and branch 
lines, the Southern Pacific Company has es- 
tablished here the mo:it extensive shops and 
coal yards on its system, employing upwards 
of 3000 men constantly making everything from 
locomotives to rivets. These chops have re- 
cently been greatly enlarged, and further exten- 
sions are planned for the near future. The car 
and repair shops of the Western Pacific will 
also be located in this city, and the Santa Fe 
will probably put up shops also. Thus being a 
railroad center adds many thousands to the In- 
dustrial population of Ihe city and creates an 
enormous local trade, which contributes largely 
to the growth and prosperity of Oakland.

Oakland has been aptly i amed the City of 


Opportunity. No municipality better deserves 
the title. She has not cease 1 to be the Athens 
of the Pacific—'the city of 1 ome, churches and 
schools"—but she has becon e something larger 
and broader In a material T -ay. 


In addition being perhaps he most attractive 


residence city in the most ittractive State oj 
the Union, she is a great i lilway and manu- 
facturing center, a great sea iort ar,d a mart of 
commerce. She has the larf est industrial pop- 
ulation in proportion to tota number of inhab- 
itants of any city on the Pa 'iflc coast, a strik- 
ing evidence of the tremenc ous growth of her 
manufacturing industry, ahc has developed an 
extensive jobbing trade that Is rapidly increas- 
ing. 


Oakland Is the governmer,: seat of Alameda 


county, which contains 600 E iuare miles of the 
richest territory In California and upwards of 
150,000 inhabitants; the thii d In the State in 
population, the second In i lanufacturing and 
the first In fruit and veget! ble production. 


The urban district of which It is the center and 


focus is increasing In populat on with extraordi- 
nary rapidity. In this distrlc , comprising Gait- 
land, Berkeley, Alameda, En eryville, Fruitvale 
and Piedmont, more than 500' houses have been 
erected during the past tw > years; and the 
building boom continues un tested. 


Here is opportunity for all ,vho seek it, oppor- 


tunity in varied and most at ractivn form. For 
the home builder, there is a delightful climate, 
a cultivated moral society, i harming reslden2t» 
sites commanding panoran ic views of bay, 
mountain and valley, and al! the advantages af- 
forded by schools, colleges a :d the State Uni- 
versity; for the manufacture •, the advantages 
of cheap rail and water transr Drtatlon combined, 
cheap sites and the presence of a large indus- 
trial population; for the Inve tor, the chance of 
investment on most favoral le terms in land 
and buildings in a commur Hy growing with 
phenomenal rapidity, and -.'here values are 
steadily advancing; for the Business and pro- 
fessional man the oportuniti s presented by a 
large and prosperous popula Ion developing1 In 
every avenue of industrial lie. 


The Federal census of 190( credited Oakland 


with a population of 67,000. The city census 
taken showed the presence of 82,105 inhabitants. 
This enumeration was corrob irated by the City 
Directory, the school census : nd receipts of the 
post office. Within the year sight new carriers 
have been added to the mall distribution force, 
but the advance in populat on has been so 
rapid that the present force 
i>= inadequate to 


the demands upon It. The :orriers are over- 
worked, and mail distributor is frequently de- 
layed because of the carrier orce to deliver It. 
although no new territory has been annexed. 


Building is going on all over the city, yet there 


are no vacant houses. 
There are no stores to 


let, and the merchants are ill clamoring for 
more room. The school :itt ;ndance and the 
postofflce receipts 
atte&t 
110 unprecedented 


growth of population. 


Oakland's Inhabitants 
can lot 
number leas 


than 90,000. The building r !corcls, the post- 
office receipts, and the schoi 1 attendance and 
the multiplication of names in the Directory 
prove this. Mr. Edwin Steai is, the Secretary 
o" the Board of Trade, who h is taken pains to 
inform himself on the subjec', places the pop- 
ulation at not far short of 100 000. He says the 
increase In the last year equ£ls the increasa of 
the two previous yea'rs, equiv dent to 15,000. 


During the present year set eral large manu- • 


facturing- plants have been installed, employ- 
ing probably 1000 hands in he aggregate; a 
number of business blocks ha^ e been complete! 
and occupied, a new ferry 
; ystem placed in 


operation, a notable extension las been made in 
the street railway service. 
An eleven story 


bank building, a business 
bl >ck 
and theater, 


and a. huge business block, 2C ) feet square are 
in course of construction. 


Among the new manufad urlnsr enterprises 


placed in operation are extens ve steel and wire 
works employing hundreds of hands, and over- 
alls factory employing 200, : nd an incandes- 
cent' light factory employing 100. 
Two new 


churches have been built and ' edicated. A new 
planing mill has heen built. 


The government has expen led over $100,000 


In widening the harbor chanm 1, ar.id the South- 
ern Pacific Company has improvements at the 
Alameda mole under way anc others projected 
on the local lines on the Ala neda side of the 
harbor that will cost $1,000,' 00. 
These im- 


provements include ferry dep >t, slips, wharves 
and freight yards and bridge 'onstruction. 
A five story Catholic hospital Is Just being 
comnleted. The most conspicLaus building im- 
provement completed during the year is tho 
new postofflce, a beautlTul st"ne edifice waln- 
Bcotted with marble, 14 x 80 :eet, at a cost of 
$300,000.

Oakland's manufacturing Industries embrace 


several hundred establishments, employing- over 
17,000 operatives, to whom are disbursed over 
$1,100,000 monthly. There establishments include 
iron and steel works, shipyards, cotton mills, flax 
mills, canneries, furniture factories, sash and 
door factories, bag-glng mills, syrup and oil re- 
fineries, shirt factories, paint works, brickyards, 
potteries and tile works, planing mills, car 
shops, foundries, box factories, engine works, 
soap factories, borax works, flouring mills, can- 
dy factories, overalls 
factories, Incandescent 


light factories, ore sampling works and many 
other enterprises. An extensive plant to man- 
ufacture steel wire is in course of construction, 
nnd large Iron and copper reduction works are 
projected. Nearly all the manufactures are lo- 
cated around the harbor front and have the 
benefit of both rail and water transportation 
without draylr.gr. 


The mild and equable climate here enables 


men to labor the year round In the open air. 
Absence of cold renders the expense of heating 
practically unnecessary. Cheap building sites 
can be had in abundance contiguous to wharves 
and railroads. Fuel and material can be laid 
down here as cheaply as anywhere. A railroad 
now in course of construction will open a direct 
line to the largest coal deposits in California. 
Electric power generated by water power in the 
Sierra Nevada Mountains is supplied in any 
quantity desired to manufacturers. In every 
respect this city is one of th* most inviting 
fields for manufacturing on the Pacific coast. 
It is already a great manufacturing: center, and 
each year witnesses the Installation of new 
plants. The only cotton and flax mills In Cali- 
fornia are located here. 
rails About Oakland. 


Oakland and Its environs are served by an 


admirable system of electric street railways 
embracing 140 miles in operation. The lines are 
now being extended. Power for this system is 
furnished by electricity transmitted from the 
Sierra Nevada mountains. Any part of Oak- 
land, Alameda, Berkeley, Emeryville, Fruitvale 
and 
Piedmont 
can 
be 
reached 
for 
on« 


fare of five cents. 
Suburban lines extend to 


Elmhurst. San Leandro, Haywards and San Lo- 
reno. A line to Richmond. In Contra Costa 
county is under construction, and another into 
the Walnut creek valley 
Is projected. 
The 


street railroad company has extensive car and 
repair shops in this city. 


Oakland has well organized and efficient po- 


lice and fire departments. 
The police force con- 


sists of a Chief, two Captains, four detectives 
and sixty patrolmen. 
In the police and fire 


alarm department the Gamewell system is in 
use. All the old boxes are being removed and 
Gamewell boxes substituted. 
The Gamewell 


system is installed in all extensions. In short, 
the appliances for extinguishing: fires are of the 
most complete and moder.-i character, including 
chemical and all other classes of engines of mod- 
ern type. 


In the region immediately tributary to Oak- 


land are tne Incorporated towns of Alameda, 
Berkeley, Emeryville. Point Richmond, Hay- 
wards, San Leandro, Pleasanton, Llvermore, and 
the unincorporated towns of Melrose, Piedmont, 
Fitchburg-. Fruitvale, Elmhurst, Niles, San Lo- 
renzo, Cnntervllle, Warm Springs, Decoto. Mis- 
sion San Jose, Irvington, Newark, Sunol, Clare- 
mont ar.:l Alvarado. All these places are con- 
nected with Oakland by steam railroads, and 
most of them by electric roads as well. The 
district in the immediate vicinity, embracing 
1000 square miles in Alameda, Contra Costa and 
Santa Clara counties, is the most productive 
fruit and vegetable portion in the State, ilir.- 
mense quantities of fruit and vegetables are 
shipped East. The canners-draw a large portion 
of their supply from here. Alameda county Is 
famous for Its cherries, sweet corn, tomatoes 
and cantaloupes. 
Every fruit and vegetable 


grown in the temperate zone reaches perfection 
here. Market gardening and viniculture are ex- 
tensive Industries. Alameda Is the wine pro- 
ducing county In California, tha quality of its 
wines being superior to those of any other sec- 
tion. 


The county will shortly begin the construc- 


tion of a splendid scenic highway along the 
highlands skirting the valley from Oakland to 
San Leandro and Haywards at an estimated 
cost of $200,000. A special tax has been levied 
for the purpose. 


Oakland's Prosperous 


Banks. 


The banks of Oakland are among the strong- 


est and best-managed in the country. Thera 
has never been a bank failure In the city nor a 
defalcation oC note. 


There are ten banks in Oakland with a paid- 


up capital and reserves aggregating $2,500,000, 
and deposits exceeding $21,000,000. The sar- 
Ings deposits exceed $15,000,000. Last year tha 
commercial deposits Increased $1,000.000, indi- 
cating an unprecedented 
commcrr-ial 
growth. 


The heavy savings deposits are indicative of 
industrial actvity and the presence of a large 
and prosperous artisan class. 


One savings bank In Oakland holds more de- 


posits than any savings bank in California out- 
side of San Francisco, more in fact than n.njr 
savings bank jfi the country Jn cities of equal 
populaton. One of our commercial banks car- 
ries over $3,000,000 In deposits. A new bank 
has Just been established, and one of the older 
banks is erecting: an eleven story steel and stone 
bank building. 


Two of the banks have safe deposit vaults 


equal In equipment and sumptuous furnishings 
to safe deposit vaults In the largest cities. 
Among the flnar.cal institutions are two wfill- 
- 


managed national bank.i. 


During 'the past year four new banks hava 


been established in AlameSa county—a national 
bank ir. Berkeley and private bar.ks In Emery- 
ville, Llvermore and Hay-i-aras. Berkeley, Ala- 
meda nnd San Leandro a 1 have old, well-man- 
aged banks, making- a to'al of seventeen banks 
in the county, five or wMeh have been estab- 
lished during the presen year. A better evi- 
dence of the financial s 'imdness and genera! 
prosperity of the coinniu -ity could scarcely b« 
ijlven. Since 1900 the 
deposits in Oakland 


banks have been increas td fifty per cent not- 
-vlthstandlngr the establisi merit of new banks In 
.he outlying suburban tou-ns. 


The harbor facilities 
>.<' Oakland consist of 


;iie harbor proper, a lai: blocked basltj ivith a 
•v-ater frontage of nine m:.3s, and the bay shore 


< n the western city fron . Kvery foot of tha , 
1 arbor basin front can be utilized for wharves 
c.nd docks. Extensive do -ks and wharves nra 
already located there, affording every conven- 
ience for loading and discharging- ships. On thl« 
harbor are three large shipyards, two of which, 
are equipped to build steel and iron vessels. 
Oakland is th? chief seat of the wooden ship- 
building Industry on the bay of San Francisco. 
The government has expended $2,200,000 in irn- 
proving this harbor, and is now exp^hdlng- an 
appropriation of S250.0PO In widening the chan- 
nel. 
On the bay 
front the 
Southern 
Pacific 


Companj- has extensive 
docks 
and wharve* 


where the largest ships can lie in perfect safe- 
ty. Ship and car come together at every whftM. 
in the city. The largest coal bunkers in Cali- 
fornia are on Oakland harbor. 
The tonnage 


passing through the harbor, exclusive of tha 
freight handled on the bay front, aggregate 
6,000,000 tons annually. San Francisco is the 
only Pacific coast port exceeding this tonnauc. 


The growth of Oakland is illustrated by th« 


postoffice receipts. In 1900 the receipts aggre- 
gated $112,296; In 1901, they were J124.188.84; 
in.1902, they were $]3n,l-!S.70. and in 1903, in- 
cluding two months of Ifl02, they were $147,- 
496.11. The receipts for October were $15,192.9! 
—-.he largest in the history of the city. Althoufrh 
this Is evidence- of large business, the sale of 
stamps would be much larger but for the fact 
thr-.t so rr.nny Oakland citizens buy their stamp* 
in San Francisco. They are engaged in busi- 
ness In that city and buy thoir stamps there, 
even those used for mailir^ loiters in this city. 
Oakland lias one of the finest postofiH'e butldimrs 
in the country, and has a well equipped carrier 
service. 


Oakland Is connected with Kan Francisco liy 


four ferries, three of which run In connection 
with local thalns that traverse this city, Berke- 
ley, Alameda, Emeryville and Fruitvale, affonl- 
ing a rapid and cheap service every fifteen min- 
utes. A franchise has been granted for a lifih 
ferry to run In connection with another trans- ' .'; 
continental railroad system, 
which will run 


steam local trains for the convenience of pa- 
trons. The boats on these ferries are famous 
' ': 


for the-lr speed, safety and convenience. No so- 
• u 


rious accident has occurred to the boats on th«s 
Oakland ferry lines in twenty years. 


A tunnel road through the Contra Costa hil'.s, 


constructed at a cost of $60,000, has just opcnod 
up a new avenue of trade with a rich section of 
Contra Costa county.
